Gruss as the eighth bishop of Rapid City. Bishop-elect 
Gruss was ordained a priest in 1994 and is currently 
rector and pastor of Sacred Heart Cathedral in Davenport, 
Iowa. 

In a statement. Bishop-elect Gruss said, "I am deeply 
grateful for the opportunity to serve God, the Catholic 
Church and the people of the diocese. I am looking 
forward to getting to know the people and to minister to 
them in the name of Jesus Christ." Bishop-elect Gruss 
will be ordained bishop on July 28 in Rapid City.
